Petegem, Belgium, Nov. 25, 1918. 
Dear Jennie: 
You will notice th a t the head­ 
ing of this letter tells you where 
I am now located. W e have been 
doing one night stands 
in Bel­ 
gium towns now for almost two 
weeks. We are m aking marches 
almost every day covering about 
20 kilometers each. F o r the last 
three towns we have stopped over 
night in we have been quartered 
in the house of Belgian priests, 
that is th e officers of our com­ 
pany. This town is all shot 
to 
pieces as are most of th e Belgian 
towns. 
N ear The Rhine. 
The rules of censorship hav* 
been let down a lot now and we 
can tell a lot of things not allow­ 
ed before. We were alm ost up to 
the river Rhine, but o u r division 
seems to be one of th e favorea 
ones and seems to be one of the 
drat to come home, W e did a lot 
of hard fighting and deserve it. 
We were all through the Ar­ 
gonne offensive, the hardest bat- 
le of the w ar and then yvere sent 
o Belgium where we were again 
• n action and in a few days drove 
the Germans out of positions they 
bad held for four y ears against 
ill the onslaughts of th e English. 
This is a very old country and 
nany of the buildings are many 
hundred years old. This is a beau­ 
tiful country. Soil is very rich and 
ertile, people were rich and pros­ 
perous before the war. It Is far 
iud away ahead of Franco. 
We were in Auaenaide the day 
tho war closed having driven the 
boche out. A wonderful cathedral 
s located there, or what is left of 
t. After the Germans left it, they 
turned their artillery on this wnn- 
ierful structure and 
partly ce 
noli.shed it. Part of this church is 
1,200 years old. All the railroads 
were blown up. hut our engineers 
have succeeded iii getting one line 
ipon and we heard the screech of 
in American locomotive 
tonig.v. 
Rumor has it that we a re going to 
Southern France and then home 
Our movement, seems to 
verify 
’his. At least we are going in the 
*ight direction. We m ay sail for 
borne shortly after the first of the 
vear. Every one is delighted at 
'he outlook. War is all that (Jeu. 
Sherman said it was and 
then 
mine. But. I 
am 
glad 
I 
went 
hrough it. .Just received a letter 
from Mary saying that you all had 
bad the influenza hut ivero about 
aver it. Hope you are all well and 
that no one had a backset. It will 
take a month to make the tf!r 
back to Camp Lewis and about an­ 
other to m uster the outfit out. So 
it I o q Ics like I might he home by 
April fools day. The w eather here 
has been fine ever since the elev­ 
enth. Freezes every night and is 
fine in daytime. Hope you have a 
fine Thanksgiving and an enjoy­ 
able Christmas.

about 40 kilometers I believe and 
is a hospital center.

I have been down 
here nearly three weeks now, and 
ain ready for a change of scenery 
as my wound is completely heal­ 
ed up.

We came across the pond on a 
ship by the name of Scotian. 
It 
was an English boat and a very 
speedy one, but they didn’t m ake 
(he trip as fast as they would in 
time of peace, and it took us four­ 
teen days to cross. 
We landed in 
Liverpool, England, on the 7th of 
June and left the boat on the 8th. 
We stayed about the wharf until 
about l l o’clock and then started 
for a camp, where we stayed over 
night. The next morning we made 
another camp and from there we 
went to South Hampton, where 
we loaded on the ship “Vive” to 
cross the channel. 
We landed in 
LeHavre th e next morning about 
7 o’clock b u t didn’t 
leave 
the 
boat there until about 9 o’clock. 
From there we went by train to a. 
little French town called Eperry 
and it was there that 33 of us 
were sent out on a horse detail. 
W e were 
stationed 
at 
Bourgs, 
France, in a swell cafe and the 
town of Bourge Itself was a very 
pretty place. 
The population of it 
was about 90,000 and there I met 
several French men and women 
who could speak perfect English, 
and I enjoyed myself very much. 
I met a lady who 
had 
spent 
about five years in England and I 
gave her grandm other’s address 
and told her to write to her, which 
I suppose she did. 
We left there 
about the middle of August to re­ 
join our regiment, which was sta­ 
tioned at Valdhone, and was there 
about a week, when we started 
for the front. 
P art of the way 
we made by train, but the biggest 
part was by foot. 
We arrived at 
the front Sept. 4. 
Our first front 
was St. Mihiel, about twenty two 
kilometers from Metz, the great 
railroad center for the Hun. 
It is 
there also th a t the Krupp steel 
works are located. 
The drive started at midnight 
of the 12th and ended on the 14th 
about noon. 
From there we went 
to Sector A of Verdun, and were 
there about six or seven days. Af­ 
ter we got Fritz on the run 
we 
moved up about eight kilometers 
and hammered away at them tor 
about a w eek 
longer. 
I 
don’t 
know what the name of that front 
was, but nevertheless we had a 
great time dodging the big I. cans, 
the nickname for 
large 
shells 
weighing 210 pounds. From there 
we went to our last front in the 
Argonne and were there until Oc­ 
tober 14th and we were relieved 
and sent back after motors but we 
got them too late to be in on the 
final windup. 
Well, I have told you almost 
all the im portant details of our 
six months in France so 
I 
will 
close with lots of love to all. I am. 
as ever,

Dad’s Xmas Victory Letter, 
Longeau Farm, France, 
November 24, 1918. 
Dear Father: 
W ithin the 
next twenty-four 
hours 2,250,000 
American 
sol­ 
diers in 
France 
will 
write to 
“ Dad.” 
The 
Xmas 
salutation 
started by our “ Stars and Stripes” 
as 
F a th e r’s 
Christmas 
Victory 
Letter. 
That we may tell you something 
of the life we have lived the bars 
of censorship will be raised and 
thus will flow from the pens of 
the American E. 
F. 
much that, 
will never find its way into his­ 
tories that will be written of this 
war. 
As Ave turn back the history of 
our doings for the past six months 
we find a peculiar coincidence, 
’Twas six months 
ago at early 
dawn that we first sighted, from 
the port side of our transport, the 
coast line of France. 
This liner, 
the U. S. S. Mt. Vernon, was for­ 
merly the pride 
of the German 
navy and the ship the Kaiser was 
on when war aves declared . She 
was then known as Kronprinzessin 
Cecilie. 
T hat this story may be more 
complete we will turn back the 
pages seven days and see on the 
horizon the last glimpse of that 
Avonderful statue presented to the 
ll, S. by 
her 
sister 
republic, 
France. 
Our voyage 
from Hoboken to 
Brest, we will describe as seven 
days of sky and water, Avitli only 
the passing on the horizon of oth­ 
er ships homeward bound and the 
presence of our sister ship con­ 
stantly at our side. 
You can im­ 
agine our joy as we arose from the 
deck on our seventh day and saw 
on the skyline the rugged coast of 
France. 
For two days we laid at an­ 
chor owing to the fact that we 
Avere the thirteenth of fourteen 
ships to reach the harbor within 
twenty-four hours. 
“Yet so near, 
yet so far.” 
You can imagine our 
joy when the tugs started to re­ 
move us and the satisfaction we 
felt os Ave realized once more we 
Avere on “Mother Earth.” 
Had 
Ave at that time been reviewed by 
some “higher ups” they should 
have taken us for a bunch of rook­ 
ies as we must have been a pretty 
sight as we had not as yet “lost 
our sea legs.” 
But judging from 
our reception 
Ave 
surely must 
have been welcome. 
W e next hixed (with full pack) 
to Pontenezeu Barracks, which I 
have already described to you. 
Here we saw the “ Old France” 
so rich in historical surroundings. 
Our stay here was short and the 
time spent 
in 
cleaning up and 
resting. 
Back to Brest and load­ 
ed in box cars. 
We started for the 
interior France. 
For three days 
we were on 
our 
way and saw 
many wonderful sights (Same de­ 
scribed in one of my early let­ 
ters). 
On May 31 we unloaded at 
Oiremont and then hiked to a 
small village— Peresy 
Beleux — 
where we stayed till June 9th. 
Here we heard our first cannon 
ading and in less than three weeks 
our company was 
on the Albert 
front corped with the British 4th 
army and 
doing 
relief 
in the 
trenches. 
Here we nan our rirst gas and 
saw our first solo air battle. Saw 
ours and enemy balloons brought 
down in flames 
and saw Ameri­ 
ca ijh corped with Canadians. The 
battles of July 
4 
and 
Aug. 
showed what 
the 
66th Brigade 
was made of and won us much 
praise from the 
English. 
Much 
could I tell of the next few weeks 
but I must be brief. 
We Avere again loaded on side 
door Pullmans at Amiens and this 
time headed toward tho American 
sector. 
This journey took us thru 
Paris (the city I called the etaion 
of the 
nation) 
and 
along the 
Marne over ground Just released 
by the French and Americans thru 
Chateau Thierry and over the fa­ 
mous battlefield of that name. On 
we traveled and after some hours 
detrained at Legny. We marched 
to Guerpoint where we resteTl up 
after our trench work and train 
journey. 
Our 
rest avos not for 
long and soon Ave Avere transport­ 
ed by lorries to the Verdun front. 
As to this time the half can 
never he told but the gallant vvork 
of the French In 1914 and IC can’t 
be realized. Our positions were on 
the hill that cost the French 120,- 
000 to hold and the Germans 
a 
half million in attempts to take. 
Here corped 
with 
the First 
American army we took part In 
the battle of September 26 
be­ 
tween 
the 
Argonne 
and 
the 
Meuse, our part being to sAving the 
pivot. 
Here our division did 
a 
great Avork and a well grounded 
rumor has it that we were cited 
I by the French 
On October 8th Ave crossed the 
Meuse and became a part of the 
117th French army 
in and about 
Consenvoye. 
On the loth Ave re­ 
leased 
Cha lime 
Woods 
and 
heights which Fritz Avas ordered 
to hold at. any cost. 
A fter 
forty-two days in 
the 
trenches, we were relieved and 
after two days’ rest aud two days’ 
hike we entered the Second Amer­ 
ican arm y’s line in front of Metz. 
This we advanced and held until 
the last zero hour. 
During our time 
spent in the 
trenches our brigade has “hopped 
the sand bagH” six times and some 
I of the boys have been decorated 


I by the French, English and Amer­ 
icans with 
their 
Distinguished 
Service Crosses. 
At this writing I am in Lon­ 
geau Farm near St. Maurice and 
not far from St, Mihiel. 
We are 
comfortably situated in a dense 
forest iu billets built by the Ger- 
jnons. 
Our home is a cozy little 
room some 12x16 with comport­ 


able beds Avith plenty of blankets. 
A charcoal stove to keep us warm. 
Rations are 
exceptionally good, 
but I am 
craving 
a good pork 
roast with southern style pota­ 
toes. 
Herein briefly have I touched 
on our travels but ju st vaguely 
for had I attempted to go into 
details as to our places and modes 
of living this 
letter would have 
grown into a volume. 
As it, pos­ 
sibly will reach you Xmas day I 
don’t want it to take up all your 
time. 
I had hopes of wiring you all 
on that day from Hoboken but I 
realize now that it is impossible, 
as I expect we will bo occupation 
troops. 
I hope, nowever, 
to be home 
before many months. 
To you all 
I 
wish 
a Merry 
Christmas. 
Lovingly your son, 
George. 
P. S.: 
Through one more war 
has the Bible been 
carried. 
I re­ 
alize now your sufferings and the 
comfort it gave to you as it trav­ 
eled the South with you in those 
three years. 
To it I have added 
many more miles 
of travel and 
thus far have carried it thru a 
part 
of 
two 
countries 
“two 
wcrrlds.” 
My hope is that never again 
Avill it go through another, but 
should that happen I hope to be j 
able to pass it on to one of mine. 1 
I thank you again for it.

LETTER 


Clifford H. Roach, a son of J. 
H. Roach recently wrote the fol­ 
lowing interesting war letter: 
On Board An American 
Transport. 
Dear Folks: 
Well, I know you are anxious 
to hear from me, so I will drop 
you a line although the censor­ 
ship is so strict that I really can­ 
not talk about anything but my- 
; self. 
(I am certainly out of luck 
I to be limited to such a subject.) 
I am not permitted to tell you 
anything about the ship, rumored 
destination, troops or number in 
the convoy. 
I have enjoyed the 
trip to a certain extent but will be 
glad to put my feet on land once 
more. 
I experienced no seasick­ 
ness and have had nothing to do 
but read, sleep and eat. 
There is 
a “ Y” on board and I have aver­ 
aged a little better than a book a 
day, you know what th at means to 
me, since I have been deprived of 
that since I left home. 
I will be 
glad when 
I commence getting 
your letters again. 
. 
We certainly had a fine service 
Sunday morning 
and you can’t 
imagine how- much good it does a 
fellow to be 
in those meetings 
and to sing the old hymns again. 
I wish I could tell you more of our 
trip but will have to wait for that 
October 28. 
As I have an op­ 
portunity and 
the material will 
drop you a lino 
again. 
Would 
like to tell you everything, but 
will have to wait. 
Aly first night 
in France was spent in barracks. 
Aly next night in a school house 
and now we are living in an old 
chateau. 
I 
have experienced a 
ride on tho French railroad and 
you can know the cars were not 
Pullmans as they were labeled in 
French. ‘‘,40 men or eight horses.” 
But we enjoyed the trip except 
when we got ready to sleep there 
was only room for about half of 
us, but we all managed to crowd 
in. 


It is no wonder that France has 
produced most of the great artists 
as I hey certainly have the natural 
scenery to 
inspire 
them. 
The 
fields arc divided 
Into smaller 
fields, about the size of our yard 
by hedges and Ivy covered stone 
walls and at this time of year they 
are a blaze of color. 
Despite all 
the natural scenery I think France 
is about a 
century 
behind the 
times. 
J have seen them plowing 
with oxen and about every one 
slides along in wooden shoes. 
I 
am learning 
to 
speak 
a little 
French, and find that the little 
children are the 
best teachers. 
Everywhere you go you see Amer­ 
ican soldiers and they get along 
fine with the French people. 
I have been 
assigned 
to the 
heavy artillery school to study for 
an observer in 
the 
high burst 
range section. 
I would like t<* 
tell you something more about It 
but until I know the censorship 
rules a little better I will not a t ­ 
tempt it. 
We study from eight in 
the morning until eleven thirty, 
and from one 
thirty until four- 
thirty, then we have a study per­ 
iod in the evening, 
The 
roar e 
takes two months 
so you will 
know I am 
nicely situated for 
that leugth of time. 
We are ju it 
two miles from the unit that Prof 
Bah ret* was in. 
I am permitted 
to tell you that I arn located tit 
Augers, you can look it up on ti e 
map. 
Four of us went down

the city today (Sunday), we mu i 
aged to find a chickell dinner but 
the chicken was killed ubout five 
years too late to be very tender. 
Have seen lots of ‘‘Heinies” a r c 
expect to see lots more of them I 
see by the paper Henry Allen w i 
elected governor by 3 00,000, ho I 
presume Mr.

will look, 
after our interests at Washington.
